secure from reliable persons Ihe iden- 
tity of any plane that may have flown 
over the locality July 29. Wire us 
immediately." 


The stations also were instructed to 


contact persons in wild and remote 
ireas along the islands. These areas 
lave Ix'en carefully searched by army 
md navy planes.

The Times people blithely notified the authorities, called the 
movers, and prepared to get going.
